The much vexed question of ihe land 
@grant to the Red Deer Valley railway 
anc edz) compenys wes settled yester- 
day. when the bil eame before the 
railway committee, the minister of 
railways announced that the govern- 
ment had reached a concfusion not to 
revive the bend grant of 350,000 acres 
which had been attached to this char- 
ter for about fourteen years. The last 
order-in-council continuing the land 
grant expired oa that day and with 
the announcement that there would be 
mo revival, the Bill was placed on the 
some footing as any other railway ap- 
jlication. An extension ef time was 
asked for and the bill was set over for 
eonsideration on Friday to enable the 
sedrafting of geome of its provisions, 
This ends a struggle which commenc- 
ed in the railway committee last year 
to apply the primeaple of no land grants 
te railways to this particular charter. 
it bas been the avowed policy of the 
present government not to grant any 
Japd to railway companies, and no 
grants have been made by them; but 
in some instances land granis made by 
their predecessors have ten contin- 
med by them. This has been held to 
he a deviation from their avowed pol- 
acy. Asa matter of fapi, tha Red Deer 
Velley land grant had een continued 
onee by this government, and had it 
beece continued again it would certain- 
ay have been taken as a violation of a 
principle of not giving kind grants, 
and would bave teft the government 
and its supporters open to yery severe 
aitack. 

Lasi night Lieut.-Col Thompson, M. 
P. for Haldimand, made a carefuily 
prepared speech on the condition of the 
Canedian militia. He drew a rather 
sneloncholy picture of the disintegra- 
toon of the country battalions caused, 
as be akeged, by the existence of good 
¢imes, which made the pay offered the 
welunteer for his time occupied in camp 
seer smaiiler than it had formerly 
been. He strongly advocated that the 
pay of the volunteer private be raised 


from fifty cents a day to one dollar 
per dey. arguing that men could not 


be expected to give their attention, and 
Jose theiz time and money as well, in 
militia service. According to a cal- 
cvlaiion which he submitted, it would 
cost the country about a quarter of a 
million dollars yearly to increase the 
pay to the amount he mentioned.

thar one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars per year. The total present 
wrilitia expenditure is about one and 
three-gaarter millions of doilars year- 
ly. This expenditure is rendered to a 
great degroe useless by the smail num- 
ber of men turning out to drill, and if 
it ean be made of value by 2n incre*se 
ic the amount of a quarter of a mil- 
lion, the increase would be true econ- 
omy.
